GOES TO BEYOND

Prominent Methodist Divine 
Died at His Home Yes- 
terday Morning. 


BISHOP W. W. 


March 2.—A_ tele- 


gram was received here today announc- 
ing the death Bishop W. W., Dun- 
can, of the Methodist Episcopal chureh, 
south. at his home at Spartanburg, 5. 
C.. at an early hour this morning. 
Bishop Duncan had been in ill healtn 
for some months. He was one of the 
most earnest men in the Southern 
Methodist church. 

Bishop William Wallace Duncan was 
born at Randolph-Macon college, Meck- 
lenburg county, Virginia, December 20, 
1839. He was the third son of Profes- 
sor David Duncan, who was a native of 
Ireland, a graduate of the University 
of Scotland and who came to this coun- 
try early in life and served for many 
years as a member of the faculty of 
Randolph-Macon college and in that of 
Wofford college. 

The collegiate

of 


education of Bishop 
Dunean was begun at Randolph-Macon 
college and completed at Wofford. 
where he graduated in 1858. The min- 
isterial career of Bishop Duncan was 
begun in 1859, the year after graduat- 
ing at Wofford, he being admitted to 
the Virginia conference. His first ap- 
pointment was at Elizabeth City. N. C. 
He was afterwards stationed at Lees- 
bung. Danville. Norfolk and Petersburg. 

In the vear |875 was elected to the 
chair of mental and moral philosophy of 
Wofford college and also financial agent 
‘of that Institution. For eleven years he 
was untiring In the labors required by 
these positions, and was wonderfully 
successful. both in the chair and in the 
agency. 

In 1886 he was elected a bishop in the 
Methodist church, being the first of four 
chosen at that time. From that day untill 
the day of hig fatal illness he was 
abundant in episcopal labors all over 
the church, visiting all the home fields 
and the foreign conferences in Mexico 
and his labors were of immeasurable 
henefit to the church of his choice. 

Bishop Duncan was married to Miss 
Medora Rice, of Union. in 186) ,who sur- 
vives him. children were born 
unto them—Colonel Thomas C, Dunean, 
of Tennessee: Mrs. Warren’ DuPre and 
Mrs. A. G. Rebbert, of Spartanburg.

Our purpose is to insti- 
tute next year a regular course of 
four years, giving the.students who 
will have completed that a certificate, 
almost a diploma of graduation. This 
will give them every opportunity in 
the world to become successful in tech- 
nical lines. Aside from the _ original 
purpose, it may be that some of the 
students will want, after a vear's 
course, to enter the day school. While 
the night school was not. originated 
for that purpose. we shall be glad to 
see that some will work toward the 
end of being admitted into the regular 
college course. This is being done at 
Armour’s and other big schools. 

“T want to impress, further, that the 
course will be practical in every fea- 
ture. Actual shopwork and work in 
all courses will be of almost instanta- 
neous results. The learning will be far 
more quicker than by the use of text- 
books. Really. the only text-books to be 
used this year will be fn English and 
mathematics.”’

It shall be unlawful for any such 
bank to loan in the aggregate more than 25 
percent of the amount of its capital stock 
to the officers and directorg thereof, or to 
loan more than 10 per vent thereof to any 
one of such officers or directors. 

Sec. 1949. It shall be unlawful fer such 
bank -to loan any of its funds to any person 
Or persons on. the endorsement of any of its 
officerg or directors. : 

Sec. 204. Any president, or direetor, of 
other officer of a chartered bank in this 
state who shall violate or be concerned in the 
violation of any provision of the charter of 
said bank shall be punished by tmprisonment 
and labor in the penitentiary for not less than 
one year nor mMmoréstRean ten years. 

Sec. 205. Every president, director or other 

officer of any chartered bank in thig state 
shail be deemed to possess such a knowledge 
of the affairs of the corporation as to enable 
him to determine whether any act, proceeding 
or Omission is a violation of the oharter. 
And every president anda director who shall 
be present at a meeting when such violations 
shall happen, shall be deemed to concur 
therein unless he shall at the time cause, or 
in writing require, his dissent therefrom, to 
be entered at large on the board's minutes. 
And every president and director not present 
at any meeting at which such violation shall 
occur, shall be deemed to concur therein, if 
the * facts constituting such violation appear on 
the books of the corporation and he remain 
a director for three months thereafter, and 
does not in that time cause, or in wrting re- 
quire, his dissent from such illegal proceed- 
ings to be entered at large on the minuteg of 
the board. : 
Sec. 206. Every insolvency of a chartered 
bank or refusal or failure to redeem its bills 
on demand, either with specie or current bank 
bills passing at par vaiue, shall be deemed 
fraudulent and the president and directors 
shall be severally punished by imprisonment 
and labor in the penitentiary from one ‘to ten 
years; provided, the defendant may repel the 
presumption of fraud. | 

Sec. When money is deposited on gen- 
eral deposit with any bank In this state, or 
with any compaty or individual doing a 
banking business, and such bank or company 
or individual is tnmsolvent at the time, and 
such insolvency i+ known to the officers hav- 
ing charge or control of such bank or com- 
pany, or to such tIndividual or such bank or 
company, and suoh bank or company or in- 
Gividual shal! fail to pay to the depositor or 
person entitled thereto within three days, 
then such individual or officer having charge 
or control, who, with tne

Postmaster General Gives View : 
on Legislation to Florida 
Association.

Tampa, FYa., March  2.—(Speécial.)— 
The most important feature of the re- 
cent session of the annual convention | 
of the Florida Association of Ppst-} 
masters was a letter from Postmaster: 
Genera] Meyer, in whith he gave his 
views on pending national legisietion| 
affecting the postal service. 

The convention was weil attended, | 
about i60 Florida postmasters being 
present. Postmaster General Meyers 
letter, as read to the convention, was) 
as follows: | 

“Office of the Postamster Generay, | 
Washington, D. C., February 18, 1908.—| 
Mr. G@. W. Bean, President Florida As- 
sociation of Postmasters, Tampa, Fla.— 
Dear Bir: Your letter of the !Oth in- 
stant was duly received. I appreciate | 
the commpliment, but regre that it will 
be impossible for me to avail myself 
of the kind invitation of the Fiorida| 
Association of Postmasters to attend 
the convention of the 20th, 2'st and 
224 instants. If | had béen able to 
attend I should have cailed attention, 
among other things, to my annual re- 
port for the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1907, wherein I recommendeg more 
liberal terms than those provided by 
the act of March 3, !89!,. in order to 
secure American steamship lines to 
Seuth America, Australasia and the 
Orient. Under present conditions, | 
much of our mail for South America, | 
particularly for Brazil ang Argentina, | 
has to be forwarded by 
Purope. 

“Under the act of March 3, |89!, the 
posimaster general is authorized to 
pay for the transportation of mails 
in American vessels at the following 
rates: 

“I. For vessels of not less than 20 
knots an hour, not to exceed $2 per 
mile on the outward trip. | 

“2. For vessels of not less than 16 
knots an ohur, not o exceed $2 per 
inile on the outward trip. 

“3. For vessels of not iess than 1/4 
knots per hour, not to exceed $| per 
mile on teh outwarg trip. 

“4. For vessels of not less than 12 
knots an hour, not to exceed two- 
thirds of a dollar per mite on the out- 
ward trip. 

“There are no payments for anv of 
these vessels on the return trip. 

“All vessels of the first three classes 
ahove mentioned must be built under 
plans aproved by the navy department 
and constructed with particular refer- 
ence to prompt and economical con- 
version into auxiliary cruisers. Fach 
of these vessels must be American- 
built; they must be owned and officer- 
ed by American citizens, and a certain 
Droportion of the crew must always 
be American oitigens. : 

To Provide Tuaxtliary Fleet. 


“The motive of the law !s to provide 
for our fighting navy an auxiliary 
fieet always ready for service in case 
of war. It is capable of mathematica! 
demonstration that this is the cheapest 
way in which the government can with 
certainty have always at command this 
auxiliary fleet to serve as scouts, sup- 
ply ships, colliers, tranSports. hos- 
pital Ships, ete., without whieh the 
lighting fleet would be unable to per- 
form its services in the common de- 
fense. 

“Under the act of 1891. we now have 
four vessels of the first class. They 
Ply between New York and Sout hamp- 
ton. We have also a few vessels of 
the third and fourth classes, Divine 
between New York apa ports in the 
West Indies, Mexico, Central America. 
ang the north coast or South America 
We have no vessele of the second class 
on any sea, floating the American flag. 
This ig the class of vessels which seem 
best adapted to. economical use’ in 
peace and war. The $2 per mile on the 
Outward trip. provided for ir the act 
of March 3, 1891, has proved ineffectiv: 
in securing this much-to-be-desired 
Class of vessels. Hence it is proposed, 
to amend the act of 189! so as to au- 
thorize not to exceed $4 per mile to! 
vessels of 16 Knots speed or greater. 

“We had three vessels of the |6-knot 
Class, plying between San 
and Svdnev, Australia. Even with this | 
mail pay of $2 per mile on the out-'! 
ward trip, it was found impossible to, 
run these vessels in competition with | 
the vessels of the foreign countries |; 
having heavy subventions from their) 
governments ang manned with crews! 
receiving Oriental wages. | 

“South America, Australasia and 
Orient present an Inviting field for)

It shall be unlawful for any such 
bank to loan in the aggregate more than 25 
percent of the amount of its capital stock 
to the officers and directorg thereof, or to 
loan more than 10 per vent thereof to any 
one of such officers or directors. 

Sec. 1949. It shall be unlawful fer such 
bank -to loan any of its funds to any person 
or persons on, the endorsement of any of its 
officerg or directors. : 

Sec. 204. Any president, or direetor, of 
other officer of @ chartered bank in this 
state who shall violate or be concerned in the 
violation of any prevision of the charter of 
said bank shall be punished by tmprisonment 
and labor in the penitentiary for not less than 
one year nor more than ten years. 

Sec. 205. Every president, director or other 
officer of any chartered bank in thig state 
shall be deemed to possess such a knowledge 
of the affairs of the corporation as to enable 
him to determine whether any act,. proceeding 
or Omission is a violation of the oharter. 
And every president anda director who shall 
be present at a meeting when such violations 
shall happen, shall be deemed to concur 
therein unless he shall at the time cause, or 
in writing require, his dissent therefrom, to 
be entered at large on the board’s minutes. 
And every president and director not present 
at any meeting at which guch violation shall 
occur, shall be deemed to concur therein, if 
the * facts constituting such violation appear on 
the books of the corporation and he remain 
a director for three months thereafter, and 
does not in that time cause, or in wrting re- 
quire, his dissent from such illegal proceed- 
ings to be entered at large on the minuteg of 
the board. 

Sec. 206. Every insolvency of a chartered 
bank or refusal or failure to redeem its bills 
on demand, either with specie or current bank 
bills passing at par value, shall be deemed 
fraudulent and the president and directors 
shall be severally punished by imprisonment 
and labor in the penitentiary from one to ten 
vears; provided, the defendant may repel the 
presum; tion of fraud. : 

Sec. When money is deposited on gen- 
eral deposit with any bank In this state, or 
with any compaty or individual doing a 
banking business, and such bank or company 
or individual is tnsolvent at the time, and 
such insolvency i+ known to the officers hav- 
ing charge or contro! of such bank or com- 
pany, or to such tIndtvidual or such bank or 
company, and such bank or company or in- 
Gividual shal! fail to pay to the depegsitor or 
person entitled thereto within three days, 
then such individual or officer having charge
